HISTORY OF THE nur. 

On the afternoon of Thursday, July 11, 1878, 
a man and his son, while fishing in the Blue 
River. near the city of Seward, were startled 
by di-covering on the opposite side of the 
river the dead body of aman floating in the 
water nearthe shore. The alarm was given 
at once and a number of citizens came down 
to the locafitv, and, swimming the 
stream, attached a line to the body, by which 
it was drawn to the other side. 

Upon examination a bruise was found over 
the right eve, apparently made by some blunt 
instrument, and upon further examination a 
pistol wound @vas discovered in the left side of 
the breast. The bullet had passed in at the 
front, going through the left lung, severing 
au artery and a vein, fracturing ove rib near 
the upper end, missing the heart and 
out an inch tothe left of the backbone. The 
wound was one that must have been fatal, 
though evidently it had not produced instant 
death, and the blow tm the head had probably 
been given to finish the bloody work.
